The following are the resolutions which 
have been adopted by both branches of our 
Legislature. They do not look much like 
‘'immediate secession : ” 

VViiEusiAS, The pefTide of some of the 
.States feel themselves deeply aggrieved by 
the policy and measures which have been 
adopted by the people of some of the other 
Stales: and whereas, an amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States is deemed 
indispensably necessary to secure them 
against similar grievances in the future; 
therefore 

Itisohcd by thr General Assembly of the 
Commnmoealth of Kentucky, That application 
to Congress to call a Convention for pro)>os- 
ing amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States, pursuant to the fifth article 
thereof, be, and the same is hereby, now 
made by this General Assembly of Ken- 
tucky, and we hereby invite our sister .States 
to unite with us, without delay, in similar 
ajiplication to Congress. 

llesolved, That the Governor of this State 
forthwith communicate the foregoing resolu- 
tion to the President of the United States, 
with the request that he immediately place 
the same before Congress and the Executives 
of the several States, with the request that 
they lay them before their respective Legis- 
latures. 

Resolved, If the Convention be called in 
accordance with the provisions of the fore- 
going resolutions, the Legislature of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky suggest, for 
the consideration of that Convention, as a 
basis for settling existing difliculties, the 
adoption by way of amemlments to the Con- 
stitution the resolutions oft'ered in the Sen- 
ate of the United States by the Hon. John 
J. Crittenden. 

JRafAll account.s from Washington — al- 
ways excepting telegraphic — ngre’e in the 
opinion that “ the signs of the times ” are 
improving. Secession is like a fever. It 
will either kill the patient or exhaust itself 
in a given time. Disuniouism is now on the 
decline, and will rapidly go down. The re- 
action has already commenced in the cotton 
States. The ma.»ses of the people are rcbcll 
ing against the dictation of fhe few. From 
present indications there will be civil war in 
Mississippi and Alabama if the secessionists 
attempt to enforce their treasonable acts. 

Lot Kentucky stand firm and all will yet 
be well. Io;t us pre.serve the Union first, and 
then correct its abuses. 



Noi.tii C.vroi.ina — . 8Li!i:E.Nnr.R OF Fort t.'os 
WEl.i.. — A North Carolinian, a gentleman of 
high standing, great moral worth and exten 
siveaequaintance, writes to his friends in this 
city — says the Baltimore American — under 
the date of the 10th of .lanuary : “1 am 

somewhat more hopeful about our country — 
and have been ever since the Fast Day 
without having any very definite ground for 
it c.xccpt that (rod will hear prayer. If we 
are disunited, I shall take it as a Providen 
tial indication that the uses of slavery arc 
accomplished, and that God means todcstroy 
it. It cannot survive the Union fifty years, 
and sensible slaveholders here see that. 

The Minute Men who took the United 
.States Fort at the mouth of our river return- 
ed to-day, having been ordered by the Gov- 
ernor to restore the Fort to theUnited States. 
This State is very conservative, it is hard to 
get a convention bill through. Mr. Seward's 
speech is certainly better than could have 
been expected. ’ 



OxE Way Tiierk, Another W.vy Here. — 
.Senator Benjamin, of Louisana, was recent- 
ly engaged with other distinguished lawyers 
in trying a cause arising from the Xew Al- 
maden controversy. While in San Fran- 
cisco, he was called upon for a speech, to 
which he responded, and in the report of his 
speech wo find the following passage : 

‘‘ Those who prate of, and strive to dis- 
solve this glorious Confederacy of States, are 
like those silly savages who let Hy their ar- 
rows at the sun in the vain hope of piercing 
it! And still the sun rolls on, unheeding, in 
its eternal pathway, shedding light and ani' 
mation upon all the world.” 

Considering the fact that the Senator is 
now one of the hottest of the secessionists, 
he evidently understands his subject and 
paints from life. 

County Meetinos. — We .regret exceeding- 
ly that wc cannot publish the proceedings of 
the meetings of the citizens of Kentucky 
which are now being held all over the State. 
Without intending to disparage the patriot- 
ism of any other section, we must say that 
the resolutions passed by the people of 
Bracken and Larue counties strike us as be- 
ing peculiarly excellent. They breathe pa- 
triotism and fidelity to the Union in every 
line. 



The proceedings had in the Virginia 
House of Delegates on the 17th instant were 
of an interesting character. TheCommittee 
on Federal Relations, in conjunction with a 
similar committee on the part of the .Senate, 
had previously reported the following |>re- 
amble and resolutions: 

Whereas, it is the deliberate opinion of the 
General A.ssembly of Virginia that, unless the 
unhappy controversy which now divides the 
States of this Confederacy shall be satisfactorily- 
adjusted, a dissolution of the Union is inevitable ; 
and the General Assembly, representing the 
wishes of the people of the Commonwealth, is de- 
sirous of emj.loying every reasonable means to 
avert so dire a calamity, and determined to make 
a final effort to restore the Union and the Consti- 
tution in the spirit in which they- were established 
by the fathers of the Republic: Therefore, 

1. Rriwtri'fi, That, on behalf of the Common- 
wealth of Virginia, an invitation is hereby extend- 
ed to all such States, whether slaveholding or 
non-slavcbolding, as are willing to unite with 
Virginia in an earnest eft'ort to adjust the pre.sent 
unhappy controversies, in the spirit in which the 
Constitution was originally formed, and consist- 
ently with its principles, so as to afford to the 
people of the slaveholding States adequate guar- 
antees for the security- of their rights, to appoint 
commissioners, to meet on the 4th day of February 
next, in the city of Washington, similar commis- 
sioners appointed by Virginia, to consider anil if 
practicable agree upon some suitable adjustment. 

'1. Rttohed, That five commissioners bo ap- 
pointed by the General Assembly, whose duty 
it shall be to repair to the city of Washing- 
ton, on the day designated in the foregoing reso- 
lution, to meet such commissioners ns may be ap- 
pointed by any of the States, in accordance with 
the foregoing invitation. 

3. Resolved, That if said ^commissioners, after 
full and free conference, shall agree {upon any 
plan of adjustment requiring amendments of tbo 
Federal Constitution, for the further security of 
the rights of the people of the sluveholdiug States, 
they be requested to communicate the proposed 
amendments to Congress, for the purpose of hav- 
ing the same submitted by that body, according 
to the forms of the Constitution, to the several 
States for ratification. 

4. Resolved, That if said commissioners cannot 
agree on such adjustment, or, if agreeing. Con- 
gress shall refuse to submit for ratification such 
amendments as may be proposed, then the com- 
missioners of this State shall immediately com- 
municate the result to the Executive of this Com- 
monwealth, to bo by him laid before the Conven- 
tion of the people of Virginia and the General 
-Assembly : Provided, that said commissioners 
shall at all times be subject to the control of the 
General Assembly, or the Convention, if in ses- 
sion. 

5. Resolved, That copies of the foregoing reso- 
lutions bo forthwith telegraphed to the Executives 
of the several .States. 

This report being under consideration on 
Thursday last, Mr. Newton, the delegate 
from Hanover county, moved to strike out 
from the report of the committee the entire 
preamble, and insert the following: 

WuEBEAS several of the southern States have seen 
fit to withdraw from this Confederacy, and it is ex- 
pedient that this Commonwealth should use all hon- 
orable efi'orta to avert the consequences which may 
ensue, by a firm expression of opinion from her 
con.stilutcd authorities, in reference to the posi- 
tion now occupied hy their confederates to the 
said States, as well ns by initialing any movement 
whii-h maj- result in a reconstruction of the Fed- 
eral Government, upon a basis which will secure 
to the people of the slnveholding States all their 
constitutional rights: 

Be it resolved, 1st. That the Federal Constitu- 
tion is the result of a compact formed between 
sovereign parties, for the mutual promotion of 
their respective interests, the principal object of 
its adoption being the protection of the interests 
and the preservation of the liberties of each indi- 
vidual State. 

2d. That whenever any number of its States 
combine to use the Government thus created, 
either directly or indirectly, to overthrow its in- 
stitutions or destroy its liberties, the Stale or 
States thus aggrieved have the undoubted right 
to withdraw from the Confederacy. 

3d. That while difi'eront opinions may well be 
entertained in reference to the expediency upon 
the part of those States which have withdrawn 
from the Union, the frequent, grave, and deliber- 
ate violations of the Federal Constitution by the 
northern members of the Confederacy give each 
of these States the right to exercise its own judg- 
ment in reference to such action as the honor and 
safety of its people may require. 

4th. That, in the present alarming condition of 
affairs, it is dangerous delusion to suppose that 
the interests of Virginia are not thoroughly identi- 
fied with those of her southern sisters, and that 
any intimation, from any source, that her people 
arc looking to any other combination in the hist 
resort than a union with them, is calculated to 
weaken the position of our friends and strengthen 
the hands our enemies. 

Jlr. Xe,wtoii’s substitute was rcjccteil by u 
vote of 96 to 36. 

The first reaoliitiou being ittnler oonsnlcr- 
tion, Mr. .Sedilou iiiovcil to luneml the sattie 
by .'ulilittg thereto: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the General 
•Assembly the ultimatum of the State of Virginia 
should be that no reconstruction of the Union be- 
tween the southern jind northern j-tates can bo 
jiermancnt, just, and satisfactory which will not 
so readjust the balanees of power in the Govern- 
ment itself as to secure to each section a self-pro- 
tective ]iower against any invasion by the Feder 
al Union upon the reservc.l rights of either.’' 

This aiiiendraeiit was rejected by, a vote 
of 83 to 52. 

The House tboii adopted the first resolu- 
tion by a vote of 116 to 19. 

The remaining resolutions ol the joint 
committee were adopted without division 
when Jlr. Newton moved to iintend the re- 
port by adding tliereto: 

Resolved, That in the present alarming condi 
tion of afl'airs it is a d.angeroqs delusion to sup 
JIOSO that the interests of Vir^nia are not thor 
oiighly identified with those of her southern sis- 
ters, and that any intimations from any source 
that her iieople are looking to any other combina 
tion, in the last resort, than a unionjwith them, is 
calculated to weaken the positions oV our friends 
and strengthen the hands of our enemies. 

This amendment was rejected by a vote of 
63 to 55. 



.Senator Prall’s Kc.solittiona. 

The following are the resolutions which 
were ofiered by Mr. Prall on the 18th inst., and 
referred to the committee on Federal Rela- 
tions. Wc were unable to procure a copy of 
them in time to publi.sh them in their regu- 
lar order. They will command attention: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That it is fitting 
that we should meet with firmne.ss and mod- 
eration the grave questioii.s that agitate the 
country, and should deliberate calmly and 
without passion, upon the momentous issues 
that now press upon us, and which involve 
the preservation or diBmemberinent of an 
empire and the destinies of millions of free- 
men. 

Resolved, That we regard the Union of the 
States under the Constitution, ns the surest 
safeguanl and strongest bulwark of regulat- 
ed liberty ever devised by man, and cherish 
it as a.ssociated with all our historic glories 
in the jiitsl. and our brightest hopes in the 
future; and if it shall be perpetuated upon 
the principles on which it was founded, wc 
believe it destined to be the Iruitful and be- 
nificeiit source of boiindles.s blessings and 
benefits to every member of the Confederacy
